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PREFACE. 


There  are  two  modes  of  studying  the  Gospel 
history.  One  is  that  of  taking  up  the  several 
Gospels  consecutively,  that  is,  in  the  order  of 
their  arrangement  in  our  New  Testaments.  The 
other  is  chronologically,  or,  in  the  order  of  time. 
This  second  method  requires  the  classification  of 
events  on  the  plan  of  a  "  Harmony.*'  Both 
methods  are  good,  and  each  one  has  its  particular 
advantages. 

To  suit  all  who  desire  to  study  the  Gospels 
chronologically,  we  publish  Longking's  Questions 
and  jSfotes,  in  four  volumes  each  ;  and  Strong's 
Questions  and  Harmony,  each  in  a  single 
volume. 

To  suit  those  who  wish  to  study  the  Gospels 
consecutively,  we  have  a  brief  and  condensed 
Question  Book  on  the  New  Testament,  and  we 
now  issue  a  series  of  separate  Question  Books 
on  the  several  Gospels. 
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These  questions  have  been  prepared  expressly 
to  meet  the  present  wants  of  Sunday  schools. 
The  particular  object  of  the  consecutive  questions 
is  to  make  the  scholar  familiar  with  the  Gospels 
preparatory  to  more  involved  and  critical  study 
on  the  basis  of  chronology. 

Notwithstanding  their  elementary  character, 
no  Scripture  difficulty  has  been  intentionally 
passed  over ;  but  where  the  answer  might  not  be 
readily  obtained,  the  appropriate  one  has  been 
given  m  the  question  book.  Occasionally,  to  in- 
spire the  zeal  of  the  pupil  and  the  interest  of  the 
teacher,  an  answer  has  been  withheld,  which  it 
may  require  thought  and  inquiry  to  obtain. 

As  it  is  important  that  the  scholar  should  com- 
mit the  answers  to  the  questions  before  the  hour 
of  recitation,  but  few  Scripture  references  are 
given,  and  when  given  there  is  rarely  more  than 
one,  and  that  one  as  direct  as  possible. 

"With  these  brief  explanations  of  their  design 
we  commit  the  present  series  of  consecutive 
questions  into  the  hands  of  those  who  desire 
them,  praying  that  these  among  other  good 
agencies,  may  tend  to  lead  all  who  may  use 
them,  early  and  directly  to  the  "  Lamb  of  God, 
which  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world."
